3. The office of a member of the Committee shall be hono- 
rary and shall not carry any remuneration. 

4. The Chief Commissioner will seek the advice of the Com-

Recommendations of the Central Wage Board for the Coal 
Alining Industry 

(i) An interim wage increase, over the existing wages, of 
37 nP, per day's attendance to the dally rated (time-rated 
and piece-rated) workmen (Including miners' ilrdan and 
other working sirdars) and of Ra. 9.75 nP. per month to the 


monthly paid workmen in the collieries and in their follow- 
ing ancillary undertakings, departments, offices and establish- 
ments. 

(a) Bye product coke plants. 

(b) Beehive and country ovens/Bhattai. 

(c) The manufacture of soft coke, 

(d) Captive power stations, i.e, those run by collieries 

themselves for their own use. 

(e) Central or Regional Workshops belonging to collieries- 
o r groups of collieries i.e. those owned by coal 
companies. 

(f) Washcries belonging to individual coal companies. 

(g) Stowing, i.e. sand-gathering plants situated at sources 
of sand supply. 

(h) Central and other ropeways, tramways and private 
railways belonging to coal companies. 

(i) Central stores which are owned by . coal companies. 

(j) Watch and Ward and /or Security Departments. 

(k) Zcmindary offices. 

(l) Central hospitals and medical establishments belong- 

ing to coal companies, 

(m) The offices and establishments of Chief Mining 
Engineers, Colliery .Superintendent! and other 
officers situated in the coalfields. 

(n) Canteens. 

(o) Educational institutions, including teachen directly 

employed or paid by the colliery management*. 

(p) C.R.O. Establishment!. 

This interim wage increase shall also apply to all worker! 
and staff engaged through or by contractors in all processes 
directly tonucc-ied with the raising and despatch of coal and 
manufacture and despatch of coke. 

(ii) This interim wage increase (ball be granted with effect 
from 1st March, 1963. 

(ili) Those monthly rated workers of the National Coal 
Development Corporation who have opted for the Central 
Pay Commission scales of pay will not be entitled to the 
benefit of this interim wage increase. 

(iv) The recommended interim wage Increase will also count 
for the purposes of the following benefits only:— 

(a) Contributions to provident fund. 

(b) Workmen's Compensation or Insurance, 

(c) Overtime. 

(d) Leave with pay. 

(e) Paid festival holiday!. 

(I) Maternity leave and lick khorakl /leave. 

( g ) Lay-off atid retrenchment compensation payment!. 

(h) Gratuity, pension and other retirement benefit!, 
wherever they exist, and which may be paid on or 
after 1st March, 1963. 

(») The interim wage increase will not count for calculation 
of dearness allowance or bonus under the Coal Mines Boons 
Scheme. 

(vl) The interim wage increa»c shall be without prejudite 
to any subsequent increases in the quantum of dearness 
allowance to which the workmen may become entitled under 
the scheme of variable dearness allowance awarded by the 
Decision dated 29th January, 1957 of the Labour Appellate 
Tribunal of India, which scheme is in force at present. 

(vli) These recommendation! are only Interim and mad# 
without prejudice to the final recommendation# to be made 
by the Board. The Board, therefore, further recommend# 
chat the amounts paid to the workmen under thi# interim 
wage increase will be specified separately till the final recom- 
mendations are made by the Board, after which such find 
recommendations ihall prevail.
